2. NATO PRESS TEAM WILL BE HEADED BY SECRETARY GENERAL 
LUNS' SPOKESMAN DAVID KYD, NATIONALITY UK, WHO WILL ARRIVE 
LONDON MAY 9 AND STAY AT CAVENDISH HOTEL. KYD'S DEPUTY, 
PETER DANIEL, OF CANADIAN NATIONALITY, WILL ARRIVE MAY 5 
AND STAY FIRST AT DUKES, ST. JAMES PLACE, AND AS OF MAY 8 

AT CAVENDISH HOTEL. PRESS AND ACCREDITATIONS ASSISTANT 
PAT ISLAND, NATIONALITY UK, WILL ARRIVE LONDON MAY 2 AND 
STAY AT ROYAL WESTMINISTER HOTEL. ALL THREE WILL OPERATE 
OUT OF UK GOVERNMENT PRESS CENTER, 74 LITTLE ST. JAMES 
STREET (OLD BATH CLUB). ALSO ARRIVING MAY 2 WILL BE GUY 
MORCHAIN, NATIONALITY CANADIAN, IN CHARGE OF FILM AND
